TEMPORARY OFFICERS ELECTED, 


The Contest for the Gubernatorial 
Nom ination B ecom ing Very 
Interesting. 


[FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT J 


San Jcse, August 19th.—When the Dem­ 
ocratic State Convention was called to 
order this afternoon Horticultural Hall 
was packed with people. The officers and 
representatives of the press occupied a 
raised stage at one end of the hall. The 
delegates were seated in chairs on the level 
ñoor in front in a semi-circle. The general 
public were seated in straight rows on a 
rising amphitheater beyond the delegates, 
while the galleries runniDg along each side 
were crowded with ladies and their escorts. 
The San Francisco delegation came in at 
the last moment headed by a band of 
music aud escorted by the Manhattan Club 
of San Francisco and the Tammany Club 
of Los Angeles. 
The delay over the selection of tempo­ 
rary officers below that of temporary 
Chairman and Vice-Chairman, proved the 
wisdom of the Sacramento Committee at 
the Republican Convention in selecting 
such officers before the meeting of the 
Convention. 
In presenting the name of R. P. Hsm- 
mond, Jr., for temporary Chairman. Sen­ 
ator Jones, of Batte, made a ringing speech, 
in which he praised the energy and ability 
of the native sons, and when Jndge Farrell 
named A. C. Burthler (for Secretary he 
raised a storm of applause by saying, "I 
cannot say that be is a native son, but he 
is a married man, and has hopes.” 
Waters’ address on taking the chair was 
fall of denunciation of the Republican 
party, which he charged with all sorts of 
corruption. He wanted the tree of cor­ 
ruption cut at the stump, and the roots 
dug Dp. 
Rose, of Colusa, created a storm of opposi­ 
tion when he sought to have the Committee 
on Platform and Resolutions composed of 
one member from each county. 
Budd, of San Joaqnin, and Ostrom, of 
Yuba, spoke against it, and the Convention 
sat down npon it almost unanimously. 
Hayes’ resolution from the 8an Francisco 
delegation declaring in favor of the Aus­ 
tralian ballot system was greeted with wild 
applause, and it will no doubt form a plank 
in the platform. 
The only real sensation of the afternoon 
was created when E. J. Rogers, of Alameda, 
read the following resolution, which he 
said had been smothered in the Republican 
Convention : 
Rfsotmi, That it is the sense of this Convention 
that a uniform license law for the sale of malt 
liquors, wine and beer should be enacted by 
the Legislature ot this State, and that no higher 
rate than ihall have been fixed by such enact­ 
ments shall be permitted, nor shall the sale of 
liquors be prohibited by any political subdi­ 
vision or municipality within the State to the 
residents thereof, excepting, nevertheless, that 
proper restrictions be placed on the sale of the 
same in the immediate neighborhood of all in­ 
stitutions of learning, hospitals aud all places 
of public worship, and that no intoxicants of 
aDy kind shall be sold to minors or persons ad­ 
dicted to the excessive use of liquors. 
Rogers was permitted to read his resolu­ 
tion, but when he started to make a speech 
on it he was howled down, and bis speech 
was ruled out of order by the Chair. 
Rogers shouted that this was the first 
time that free speech had been suppressed 
in a Democratic Convention, but it was no 
use, as the Convention would not listen to 
him, and he was compelled to take the 
resolution to the Committee on Platform- 
Heath of Santa Barbara then put a stop 
to any breaks of this kind by moving that 
all resolutions be referred to the committee 
without reading, and his motion prevailed 
unanimously. 
At half-past 4, immediately after the 
committees were announced, the Conven­ 
tion adjourned to meet at 10 o’clock to­ 
morrow, but the work of the wire-pullers 
was not done, for Stephen M. White an­ 
nounced that a large number of gentlemen 
desired to appear before the Committee on 
Platform, where it is known a lively fight 
will be had over the indorsemeni of White 
for United States Senator. 
CONVENTION NOTES. 
The accommodations for the reporters in 
the Convention are excellent, and the credit 
therefor is due to A. P. Murgotten, who has 
the arrangements in charge. 
The weather is delightful, and very few 
cases of extortion by lodging-houses are 
reported. The citizens of San Jose are 
trying their best to entertain the guests. 
The prospects are that the Convention 
w ill be lo D g -d raw n out, and now that an 
open discussion of the resolutions has been 
cut off, it may prove a tame affair. 
At tea o’clock to-night every delegate in 
the city was on the aiert, and the air was 
filled with rumors of combinations in favor 
of various candidates. 
It is claimed in 
some quarters that the Coleman and Eng­ 
lish forces are to combine against Pond 
and nominate Coleman. 
Some of the 
friends of English deDV this, and say their 
candidate is in the field to stay, and that 
he still has a good chance for the nomina­ 
tion. All day and during the early part of 
the night it has been conceded that Pond 
stood the best chance, but a feeling of ut­ 
most uncertainty has come over the dele­ 
gates, and the rumor that a combination 
has been made between the Coleman and 
English forces gains credence. 
C. P. Berry has withdrawn from the 
field, and it is said that his strength will 
go to Coleman. 
The latter has some 
shrewd managers, and they are workiDg 
like beavers. Pond’s following is among 
the solid men of tbe party, ex-Senator 
Cox of Sacramento being one of his ablest 
supporters. Lieutenant Governor Daggett 
and Thomas Shackleford are also active 
in bis behalf. 
Pauisell'a banner was flung across Santa 
Clara street in front of the Auzerais House 
to-night, and soon afterwards a band of 
music serenaded him. The band then vis­ 
ited and serenaded all the other candidates, 
and each appeared and made a few re­ 
marks. All were loudly cheered by the 
crowd, and more enthusiasm was displayed 
than on the previous night. 
The Sacramento delegation went into 
session at 10 o'clock and discussed the situ­ 
ation. It is said that some of the delega­ 
tion have changed their minds and will go 
for Coieman. 
Coleman’s friends now claim that he will 
have 220 votes on the first ballot, and will 
gain a few on tbe second, and on the third 
will receive the full vote of San Francisco, 
which will nominate him. 
The Committee on Platform and Resolu­ 
tions did not get together until 10 o'clock 
to-night, and are having a stormy session. 


The first move, of course, was the exc'^1' 
sion of reporters, consequently it is not 
possible to say what is being done. It has 
leaked out, however, that a committee 
from the Federated Trades waited upon the 
committee and urged the adoption of a 
resolutiou favoring the Australian ballot 
system, and it was adopted. 
It is said that instead of present.*88 a 
resolution indorsing Stephen M. White, a 
resolution will be reported recommending 
that the Convention express its preference 
for a United States Senator, and that nom­ 
inations for that office will be put in tbe 
order of business, immediately following 
the nomination of State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. This will bring the 
storm that is sure to follow after the rest of 
the ticket is made up. There is a bitter 
opposition to the indorsement of White, 
and every effort has been made to avoid 
bringing the snbject up, but he and his 
friends insist upon it, and they have con­ 
trol of the Convention, as was made mani­ 
fest in the election of Waters as temporary 
Chairman. It was stated late to-night that 
C. C. Wright has withdrawn from the fight 
for Congress in the Second District, leaving 
Caminetti alone in tbe field. 
D. C. Clark, Principal of the Santa Cruz 
High School, has come oat as a candidate 
for State Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion. R. M. darken, of Sacramento, and 
Professor Welcker are still in the field for 
that office. 
The friends of Secretary of State Hen­ 
dricks are bunting for some man to ran 
against Senator Jones for Lientenant-Gov- 
ernor, as they are both from Butte county, 
and if Jones is nominated it interferes, with 
Hendricks’ chances. 
So lar, however, 
Jones holds the fort, and no one seems to 
want to run against him. 
Several members of Markham’s Execu­ 
tive Committee and of the Los Angeles 
Oro Fino Club are here picking up points 
for campaign use. 


THE CONVENTION. 
Temporary Officers Elected and Com­ 
mittees Appointed. 
San Jose, August 19th.—The Demo­ 
cratic Convention did nothing to-day be­ 
yond effecting a temporary organization 
and preparing for the actnal work, which 
will commence to-morrow. It was ex­ 
pected that a session would be held this 
evening, in order to discuss the proposition 
of indorsing some candidate for United 
States Senator, and a lively contest was 
looked for, but owiDg principally to the 
fact that a number of delegates who are 
directly interested in the matter desire to 
appear before tbe regular committee to­ 
night, it was thought best to adjourn until 
to morrow morning. 
Temporary Chairman and Secretaries 
were selected soon after the Convention 
met this afternoon, and after tbe recess the 
only business transacted was the announce­ 
ment of the regular committees. 
The question of adjonrnment then came 
np. It was at first proposed to take a recess 
until this evening, but Hon. Stephen M. 
White of Los Angeles urged that an ad­ 
journment be taken until to morrow morn- 
iDg, stating that probably a large number 
of delegates desired to present certain 
claims to tbe Committees on Permanent 
Organization and on Platform and Resolu­ 
tions, which would meet to-night. The 
Convention accordingly adjourned until 10 
o'clock to-morrow morning. 
CONVENTION CALLED TO ORDER. 
The delegates began assembling at Horti­ 
cultural Hall at 1:30 p. m. The San Fran­ 
cisco delegation marched to the Pavilion, 
headed by the Manhattan club and a brass 
band. Tbe members of tbe club were ar­ 
rayed in straw hats and decorated with 
huge badges, Hiram B. Cook carrying tbe 
colors of the organization. At 2 o’clock 
the vas* ball was packed with delegates 
and politicians, the galleries being filled 
with ladres and their escorts. 
Tbe convention was called to order by 
ex-Lieutenant Governor John Daggett of 
Siskiyou, Vice Chairman of the State Cen­ 
tral Committee. He congratulated the dele­ 
gates npon their enthusiasm and the evi­ 
dent confidence they have in the success 
of the ticket to be nominated. He said he 
had attended Conventions for thirty years 
and had never looked upon any the equal 
of this. Some of the old soldiers were 
gone. They had laid down their duties of 
party service and gone to their last account, 
but their places had been taken by younger 
men, and tbe good fight went on. There 
were new men in this Convention upon 
whom the duty of nominating a ticket de­ 
volved. He had confidence that the duty 
would be well performed. 
Secretary Flynn of the State Committee 
called the roll of the counties. When 
Dennis Spencer responded as the lone 
delegate from Alpine, 
and 
handed 
up h¡3 proxy, there was a roar of applause. 
At the conclusion of the roll-call, A. F. 
Jones, of Butte, nominated R. P. Ham­ 
mond, of San Francisco, for temporary 
Chairman. Hammond made a brief speech 
declining tbe nomination. 
W. J. Curtis, of San Bernardino, then 
nominated R. F. Waters of that county,and 
Waters was elected by acclamation. 
Waters was escorted to the platform by 
General Hammond. He declared that the 
Democratic party bad always been the 
friend of tbe people, and that the Republi­ 
cans of California had always been found 
on the side of the railroad. He spoke of 
the millionaires and representatives of 
trusts in the United States Senate, and said 
the condition of affairs was only one of 
the symptoms of the tariff disease. Waters 
was warmlv applauded during his address. 
General R P. Hammond was then nomi­ 
nated for temporary Vice-Chairman by ac­ 
clamation. Robert Farrell nominated A. 
C. Burtbier, of San Francisco, for tempor­ 
ary Secretary. J. F. Coffey naminated Jas. 
Neal, of San Francisco. Both nominees 
were elected. 
The Convention then agreed to the ap­ 
pointment of Committees on Credentials, 
Permanent Organization, and Platform. 
Hayes, of San Francisco, presented a reso­ 
lution favoring the Australian system of 
voting, which was referred to the Commit­ 
tee on Platform. 
A resolution favoring a universal liqnor 
license law was referred to tüe same com­ 
mittee. 
The Convention then took a recess to 
allow the Chairman time to appoint the 
committees.

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Salvador Does Not Fear Guatemala, and 
Honduras United. 
City of Mexico, August 19th.—A dis­ 
patch from Managua says that Costa Rica 
and Nicaragua have confirmed the com­ 
pact with Salvador. It is reported- in 
Chiapas that the Guatemalan troops on the 
frontier of Salvador have mutinied, want­ 
ing their pay. Senor Diaguez, the Guate­ 
malan Minister, says that war is now in­ 
evitable, and that this will be a week of 
battles. The Guatemalan forces number 
30,000, all in good condition, and they 
count on the support of Honduras. 
Senor Pou, a Salvadorian representative, 
says that this week will be "an exciting 
one, and that the fighting will be ferocious. 
The Salvadorian army, he says, numbers 
over 20,000 men, who are elated over their 
recent victory, and who will surely enter 
the capital of Guatemala. Nicaragua, Costa 
Rica and San Salvador do not fear 
Horduras and Guatemala united, their 
armies being on short pay and provis­ 
ions, while Salvador has an abundance for 
all. 
MOVEMENT OF TROOPS. 
G uatem ala, August 19th.—Senor Cottu, 
the agent who arranged the $21,000,000 loan 
with the French bankers, has arrived here. 
He arrived at the moment the hostilities 
were declared at an end. 
The movement of troops continued yes­ 
terday. Twenty-five hundred men, com­ 
prising infantry, cavalry and artillery, left 
this city for the Salvadorian frontier to 
Suppress the revolution in thaldepartment. 
The soldiers will remain there awaiting 
orders to attack tbe enemy. If at last the 
peace agreement between the countries is 
not concluded, the end of the contention 
cannot be foretold, since Barrillas insists 
upon Ezeta’s removal before he will sign 
the protocol. Ezeta demands the same 
condition as regards Barrillas, making the 
trouble now a personal one between the 
Presidents of the two countries. 
The Panam a Canal. 
Bogota (via Galveston), August 19th.— 
The Government has passed to the Senate 
the petition of Lieutenant Wyse, the 
Panama Canal Company Commissioner, 
who recently arrived from Paris. Lieuten­ 
ant Wyse asks for six years’ prolongation 
of the canal company’s concession without 
recompense aud that the Government con­ 
cede to the company 10,000 hectares of 
land for the lake which will be formed by 
the Chagres river, the Government receiv­ 
ing 12,000,000 francs, which sum the com­ 
pany will pay in installments. NothiDg 
more is offered. 
bhanghai Folies, 
New York, August 19th.—The head of 
the 8hangbai police force, in a letter to the 
Chief of Police of this city, says that it has 
been determined that the police of that 
city shall be natives instead of English­ 
men, as at present. He says the work of 
re-organization of the force may go into 
effect at once and asks the local body to 
forward him a description of the working 
system employed in thi9 city, as it is de­ 
sired to pattern the new service of Shang­ 
hai after that of New York. The informa­ 
tion was forwarded. 
Arsenic Poisoning. 
B el g r a d e, August 19th—A committee 
of the Servian Progressionist party attended 
a bar.quet at Topola. Subsequently the 
members of the committee were taken ill 
and their symptoms showed that they were 
suffering from arsenical poisoning. It is 
suspected that arsenic was placed in the 
food intentionally, with the object of kill­ 
ing those who partook of it, and that the 
crime was committed by the poiitical oppo­ 
nents of the Prcgref sionista. 
The Jew s in Knssia. 
L o n do n, Angust 19th.—The hatred of the 
Jews in southern Russia is unabated. On 
several occasions Jewish lawyers, mer­ 
chants and others have been expelled in 
large numbers from Odessa and other 
places, and within a few days past there 
have been wholesale expulsions of Hebrews 
from bathing resorts of that vicinity.

Many Fersoas Killed anil Vast Proper­ 
ties Destroyed, 
W ilkísbarre (Pa.). August 19th.—At 5 
o'clock this afternoon the most terrible 
cyclone that was ever e x p e rie n c e d in this 
locality struck tbis city. It came up the 
riv e r, aud ike suddenness of iti coming 
was one of its awful feat ares. Tbe heavens 
were as black as night arw) tbe wind blew 
with most frightful velocity. Whole rows 
of trees were b own down. Following this 
a hundred homes were unraofed, partially 
blown over and completely d e m o lish e d , 
and, worse than all, a visitation of death 
was sent upon a ram ber of people. Large 
districts in severai sections of the city are 
in absolute ruin, aud women arrd children 
are in the streets, cry iD g anif wringing 
their hands in absolute dismay. 
The damage will reach hundredvof thou­ 
sands of dollars. lAssenger trains and 
locomotives at the depot were blown over, 
and every wire of the city electric light, 
telephone and telegraph is down. The de­ 
vastation is to be compared with nothing 
in (the memory of the oldest inhabitant. 
Everybody is rejoicing that no fires have 
as yet taken place, for the streets are im­ 
passable with trees and fallen buildings, 
and the engines could not be drawn 
through them. 
The total death list so far as ascertained 
is twelve. Two men are known to have 
been killed in the Hazard Wire Rbpe 
Works. A house on Scott street, occupied 
by miners, who had just returned from 
work, fell in, and three of the inmates were 
killed. The huge sign of the Kytie Plan­ 
ing Mill fell on a man and two horses and 
all were killed. A little colored girl was 
killed by a falling building on South Main 
street. Two men suffered death by tbe 
falling of a portion of Hegrnan s brich- 
brewery, aud a third incurred the same fate 
through the almost complete demolition of 
S. L. Brow's brick business block on Market 
street, and there are undoubtedly fifteen or 
sixteen others killed. 
Many poor people suffered heavy losses, 
and it will be months before all the damage 
can be repaired. Fully two hundred build­ 
ings have been blown down or otherwise 
damaged. Many of the structures were 
large in size and of great value. 
The Murray shaft fan-house was blown 
down and the fan stopped. There are IT 
men in the mine, but it is hoped they can 
be gotten out safely. 
L a t e r —7:30 p. m.—Reports came from 
Sugar (Notcb, a mining town three milea 
from here, that the destruction of property 
is terrible and fifteen persons were killed. 
‘At Parsons and Mill creek, four miles from 
here, the coal breakers in all direction have 
been more or less damaged. 
AT PARNEYVILLE. 
P a r n e y v il l k (Pa.), Angust 19th.—In a 
tornado at tbis place this afternoon the 
Methodist church was blown to atoms. 
Harvey’s store was wrecked and nearly all 
the dwellioge unroofed and rendered un­ 
inhabitable. The farm-houses and crops 
were entirely destroyed. Elijah Fobringer, 
a farmer, was killed, and several fatally in­ 
jured. 
RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 
Sevarai Persons Killed and Many Seri­ 
ously Injured. 
B oston, August 19th.—A serious acci­ 
dent happened to the Cape Cod and Wood- 
shell train, on the Oid Colony road, at 
Quincy this morning. It is learned that 
the first passenger coach fell on the engine, 
the latter having toppled over. Tbe engine 
set fire to the train. The fireman was in­ 
stantly killed and the engineer latailv in­ 
jured. As far as can be learned, eight pas­ 
sengers were killed and about twenty in- 
jnred. The latter are for the greater part 
injured by escaping steam, having been 
frightfully scalded. The Quincy fire de­ 
partment was called to the scene as quickly 
as possible, and shortly afterward the fire 
was extinguished. The dead and injured 
were removed from the scene, the tatter 
being taken into private houses and to the 
Quincy Hospital. 
LATER ACCOUNT. 
B oston, August 19th.—One of the most 
disastrous railroad accidents which has 
ever occurred in the viciuity of Boston, 
and one that rivals the famous Wollaston 
disaster of October 5, 1878, occurred this 
afternoon on the same road, the Old 
Colony, and very near the same locality. 
In the Wollaston disaster fifteen persons 
were killed and nearly 150 injured. To­ 
day fifteen persons were killed, twenty- 
three seriously injured, three fatally, and 
several more sustaining slight injuries. 
The train wrecked to-day was the Wood9 
Holl express, which is due at Boston at 
1:50 p . m . It consisted of a locomotive, 
baggage-car, smoker, Pullman car and 
four ordinary coaches heavily loaded. 
Tbe train had passed Quincy station, 
running ten miles an hour, and just beyond 
Prest’s bridge the engine left the track, 
from a cause at present undetermined, 
and plunged into an embankment twelve 
feet high The tender, baggage-car, smoker 
and Pullman passed by the engine, and 
were scattered along for a distance of one 
hundred feet beside tbe track. The fore­ 
most passenger coach left the rail9 aud fell 
upon its left side upon the engine. The 
lower forward portion was torn to pieces, 
and of the passengers in the car, some 
fifty in number, many were thrown into 
the rear corner, from which eleven dead 
bodies were afterward taken out. The 
escaping steam and smoke from the engine 
instantly filled tbe car. 
The forward oars were forced up- over 
on the outward-bound track, completely 
blocking traffic all day and night. Only 
three prsons on the train, ahead of the 
passenger coach, were injured. These were 
the fireman, who was iustaDtly killed and 
burned under the engine: the engineer, and 
Pullman-car conductor Benson, who were 
both badly injured. In the three rear pas- 
seDger-coacbes tbe occupants received do 
worse injury than a slight ahakiog up. 
The first passenger coach was the princi­ 
pal scene of death and agony, and the ex­ 
perience of the unlucky peisons were prob 
ably never exceeded in horror and suffer­ 
ing in any railroad wreck of recent years. 
The coals of the engine set fire to the 
coach, but it was sood extinguished. A 
number of phvsicians were summoned to 
the spot, and as soon as possible tho.-e liv­ 
ing were taken from their position of peril 
and those most seriously hurt taken to the 
hospital. The dead were laid on the gras3 
beneath the trees until the undertakers ar­ 
rived. Ail that human skill could do was 
done to soothe the last hours of the dying 
and quiet the pain of those suffering from 
barns and wounds. 


Mississippi Constitutional Convention. 
J ackson (Miss.), August 19 h. — The 
most impoitant business presented to the 
Convention to day was the report of tbe 
Committee on Elections in the contested 
election case of Moore and Harmon against 
Meicher and Montgomery. The majority 
of the committee reported in favor of the 
contestants. 
Action was deferred until 
to morrow, when Montgomery, one of tbe 
contestees, a former slave of Jefferson 
Davis, and the only colored man in the 
Convention, will be heard in bis own be­ 
half.Judge Snmerell reported a plan of 
suffrage to-day which provides for the pay 
ment of poll lax and balloting on the 
Australian plan. 
A resolniion was also adopted requesting 
the Judicary Committee io report to what 
extent the Cqnveri'jcn 's bound by tbe 
provisions of the Act of Congress admit­ 
ting Mississippi rats the Union. 


THE CORWIN. 
Her Trip North May Result in a Declara­ 
tion ol W ar. 
N ew Y o r k , August 19th.—Commenting 
on the dispatch from Tacoma saying that 


the C-orwn has sailed with orders to seize 
and dismantle British sealers, the Herald s 
Washington correspondent savs: "If this 
be true. Sir Julian I’anncet'ote. the British 
Minister, will demand his passports, which 
wilt be virtually a declaration of war.” 
W ashington, August 19th.—The Trcas- 
niy Department officials acknowledge that 
the Corwin has been sent to Alaska, but 
deny that there is any significance in the 
movement. It is thonsht here, however, 
that there is good cause to believe that the 
Corwin has been sent to capture poaching 
sealers.

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THE SWIMMING BATHS SCHEME. 


The swimming bath 
scheme, which 
meets with so much favor in this city—re­ 
ceiving, indeed, practically unanimous in­ 
dorsement—has not yet met with sufficient 
stock subscriptions to justify entry upon 
the work. 
About half the stock has been 
subscribed. 
This would provide for one 
tank, of rather restricted area, but give no 
room for enlargement. 
The desire of the 
promoters of the plan, however, is to start 
right, or not at all, and th at calls for a 
structure sufficiently large to enclose two 
tanks, each equal to the Palace Swimming 
B ath in San Francisco, and such size is 
needed to accommodate this public. 
It cannot be expected th at a single com­ 
m ittee of solicitation will wear itself out 
for the public good in canvassing for stock 
subscriptions. 
There must, therefore, be 
more committees put into the field, or the 
present subscribers must double their sub­ 
scriptions. 
This seven out of ten are fully 
able to do, and not m aterially feel it. 
I t 
was somewhat discouraging to have citi­ 
zens subscribe for one or two shares who 
are possessed of large means and spend 
weekly twice the sum in needless luxuries. 
F urther examination made into the 
scheme during the past week and confer­ 
ences had with swimming-bath proprietors 
in San Francisco, confirm the earlier be­ 
lief that the baths here will richly pay for 
the investment. 
The capital needed is 
not large, and fully half of it will be rep­ 
resented by perm anent values of apprecia­ 
ting character. 
Indeed, it is capable of 
demonstration that if any one person 
would engage to erect the baths, he could 
be insured a return of twelve or fifteen 
per cent, upon the investment, if the in­ 
stitution were kept open for but seven 
m onths in the year. 
The whole m atter is 
as yet in the hands of the Directors, who 
are extremely anxious to act, but wait for 
a response from numlters of jieople who 
have promised to respond in w riting or in 
person to the solicitation to subscribe for 
the stock. 
It is known th at every dollar’s worth of 
the stock could be disposed of were it pos­ 
sible for the present committee to give the 
tim e necessary to reach the people. 
It is 
to lie hoped that so essential a thing, and 
so great a sanitary need and public attrac­ 
tion as a fine swimming-bath will not iong 
want for stock subscriptions. 
The people 
desiring the baths ought to send in their 
names and subscription memoranda to the 
committee at once. 
One hundred more 
tw enty-share subscriptions will insure the 
baths being erected w’ithin thirty days, 
and if not used much this fall, that they 
would lie ready for spring. 
If however the m atter is put over until 
spring, it will be equivalent to begiuning 
all over again, and it will be late next 
sum mer before anything can be accom­ 
plished. 
W e trust that the proposition so 
well started will be pushed now, and speed­ 
ily. 
No proposition involving less cost, 
surer returns and broader public benefit, 
has ever been made here, and with the 
start it now has it ought to be brought to 
full fruition w ithin the next few weeks. 


AFTER THE CIGARETTES. 


T he war against cigarette smoking by 
minors has opened with vigor. 
In Chi­ 
cago, says the Herald, Mayor Cregier will 
try to put a stop to the smoking of cigar­ 
ettes by boys. “ If there be any justifica­ 
tion on earth for public flogging, it is the 
smoking of cigarettes. 
The law prohibit­ 
ing the selling of cigarettes to minors 
m ight be applied to everyone. 
A person 
who smokes cigarettes can scarcely he said 
to have arrived at the age of discretion. 
Cigarette smoke is the concentration and 
essence of all the bad smells known to 
man. 
The cigarette is the prototype of 
the glue factory.” 
T his is vituperation and not strong. 
Tiie chief objections to the cigarette are 
its action upon the heart, its paralyzing 
effects upon the brain, and the deadly 
assault it makes upon the nervous system. 
F or these reasons, not at all sentimental, 
applicants for cadetships at West Point 
and Annapolis are rejected who use the 
cigarette. 
In New York there is also trouble 
ahead for the cigarette-smoking youth. 
A new law, prohibiting the smoking of 
cigarettes on the street or in public places 
by children actually or apparently under 
sixteen years of age, goes into effect the 
first of September. 
If the law is enforced, 
says a journal of New York city, there 
will be a very marked decrease in the sale 
of cigarettes. 
The peculiar wording of 
the statute may make it incumbent upon 
voting men, who are more youthful in ap­ 
pearance than in fact, to carry w ith them 
certificates that they have passed the lim it 
of sixteen. 
B ut why should not the law lie en­ 
forced? 
Our contemporary says grave 
doubt is expressed of its enforcement, 
though everyone is convinced th at there is 
a wide field of usefulness for it. 
If it is 


not enforced, it will be due to the incom- * 
petency or stubbornness of the M etropoli­ 
tan Police; if the Police Commissioners 
direct the force to ignore the law, they 
will perjure themselves, and arrogate to 
themselves powers superior to those ex­ 
ercised by the law-making agency. 
If the New York press does its duty the 
law will be strictly enforced, since pub­ 
licity of dereliction of duty is the surest 
remedy for it. There is no reason why 
the Legislature of California should not 
follow the example of th at of Ne^j York, 
and place the cigarette in the category 
with opium, and make its use, at least by 
minors, an offense to th e law. 


CENTRAL AMERICA - INTERFERENCE. 


CONGRESSIONAL. 


The news is th at a treaty of peace has 
been signed between Salvador and G uate­ 
mala. 
This comes upon the very heels of 
news th at war was about to be reopened. 
L et us hope th at the latest news is verity. 
W hile the trouble between the republics 
existed, the demand was made by some of 
our own people th at the U nited States 
Government should interfere and profiler 
its good offices to secure peace; that, in 
deed, if these were refused, we miglft well 
threaten and compel the warring nations 
to cease their contentions. 
All which sounds pretty and is “top- 
loftical.” 
B ut by w hat right could we 
interfere or threaten ? 
Since these Cen­ 
tral American conflicts frequently arise> 
the question may well be pushed to the 
front now. 
The spirit prompting the suggestion 
th at we advise our neighbors to arbitrate 
is born of good intent and is commend­ 
able for its hum ane impulse. 
B ut when 
it is suggested th at we should attem pt 
compulsion to secure submission to arbi­ 
tration, it is forgotten th at such action 
would be iu direct violation of the policy 
of “ hands oil” which we long ago settled 
upon. 
W e have never recognized the 
right of any others to interfere in cur own 
disputes or to attem pt to compel us to 
adopt any given line of action; how, then, 
can the U nited States venture to do th at 
which it frowns upon in others ? 
W e went to the extremest lim it of in­ 
terference in the Samoan matter, but for 
th at there was the justification of a treaty 
and the action of Germany in attem pting 
to seat a usurper upon the Samoan throne. 
Even in that case all we demanded was 
“ hands off” and that the right to rule 
should be determined by the vote of the 
people. 
It is wise policy for this republic to 
mind its own business and not to inter­ 
meddle w ith th at of its neighbors. 
The 
U nited States Government is 
commis­ 
sioned to adm inister the affairs of its own 
people, but not to project itself into the 
quarrels of its neighbors. 
♦ » 
- - 
IMPROVEMENT IN THE ARMY. 


Secretary Proctor is contemplating an 
order which will have a m arked influence 
upon the equipm ent of the regular and the 
citizen soldiery. 
H e proposes to abandon 
the Springfield rifle and substitute a gun 
of thirty-caliber instead of forty-five. 
It 
is possible, too, th at smokeless powder 
cartridges will be introduced, and th at one 
machine gun will be allotted to each regu­ 
lar company of infantry and one to each 
battalion of the National Guard. 
The smokeless powder will probably be 
wliat is known as the Maxim, a product of 
American manufacture, and th at in some 
respects is superior to th at adopted in 
Europe. 
It is not the intention to make 
these changes at once throughout the serv­ 
ice, but gradually, so that four years will 
be required to withdraw the old guns and 
substitute the new ones. 
The G atling 
guns will be gradually withdrawn and 
remodled to the standard of thirty-cali­ 
ber. 
The guns to he called in will not be 
broken up, but stored, to be used in case of 
sudden stress, and for that purpose also a 
sufficient amount of the present style of 
ammunition will be kept on hand. 
These 
changes, we believe, will be justified by 
wisdom. 
Our troops in equipm ent are 
now inferior to those of most other nations. 
It is wise to bring our army, small as it is, 
up to the best standard of efficiency, and 
th at cannot be achieved so long as the old 
style of arms is used. 
W e do not antici­ 
pate that the U nited States will be engaged 
in any brief time in a war ; nevertheless it 
is but common justice to the country that 
its troops be prepared for any emergency! 
and that in equipment they be kept 
abreast with the science of gunnery and 
the use of the best approved implements of 
war. 
Nothing is said about any contem­ 
plated changes in the batteries, but that 
must come sood. 
Most of the light artil­ 
lery in possession of the National Guard is 
of an ineffective character, old style and of 
indifferent range. 


S en a to r B l a ir has moved one amend­ 
ment to a Senate resolution th at all will 
approve. 
It is not often th at the Senator 
succeeds in bringing the august body of 
which he is a member up to his ideas of 
thinking. 
It was conceded, however, th at 
his motion to amend the resolution to 
prohibit the sale of liquors in the Senate 
wing of the Capitol, so as to include a pro­ 
hibition of drinking liquors w ithin the 
same jurisdiction, was wise, and it is 
probable th at when the committee in­ 
trusted with the task of formulating the 
new rule reports upon the resolution, that 
it will also adopt Senator Blair’s sugges­ 
tion. 
At the same tim e it is a little amus­ 
ing to reflect that there could scarcely be 
a sale of intoxicants in the Capitol if there 
were no drinking. 
However, the Blair 
amendment effectually shuts the door upon 
any possible doubt in the matter. 


T h e Riverside Press, commenting upon 
the recommendation this journal gives the 
Republican nominee for Governor, say th at 
the R kcord-U n ion had conspicuously op­ 
posed Mr. M arkham. 
The Press will not 
be able to put its finger upon a word or 
line of expression by this pajier for or 
against any candidate prior to nomination. 
Its announced policy was, as it has been 
these many years, that as an independent 
journal it has no candidate to present to 
Conventions, but that when Conventions 
propose them it announces its approval or 
disapproval. 


W ig gin s, the weather prophet 
and 
meteorological seer, is out with another 
forecast. 
H e now predicts th at the end of 
the world will not come about for some 
billions of years. 
Since W iggins' prophe­ 
cies appear to work by the rule of con­ 
traries, it may be well to put our houses 
in order for a speedy collapse of things 
m aterial. 


T h e Stockton Independent puts it in a 
nut shell, w'hen it says that the Republican 
State Convention in making up its ticket 
did not overlook availability, but did not 
make it a param ount consideration — 
capacity led, availability followed. 


IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, August 19th.—The presiding 
officer this morning laid before the Senate the 
resolution submitted yesterday by Quay lor a 
change of the rules so as to have a vote on the 
tariff' bill taken oa the 30th of August, and to 
postpone niitil next session all other legislative 
business except the several classes of bills els 
specified therein. 
Hoar said he desired to address the Senate on 
the subject, but would prefer to do so to morrow. 
The resolution went over till to-morrow. 
The resolution offered yesterday by Plumb, in­ 
structing the Committee on Rules to issue orders 
that will prevent the sale or drinking of spirit­ 
uous or malt liquors in the Senate wing of the 
Capitol, was taken up, and after some discus­ 
sion. went over till to-morrow. 
The Senate bill granting the right of way 
through certain lands of the United States in 
Utah, and the House bill to authorize the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior to procure and submit to 
Congress proposals for the sale to the I'nited 
States of the Western part of the Crow Reserva­ 
tion in Montana, were taken up and passed. 
The tariff bill was taken up, the pending 
question being Plumb’s amendment reducing 
the duty on tin plate from 2 2-10 cents to 1 cent a 
pound, and allowing a bounty of 1 cent per 
pouud on American tin plate. After discussion, 
it was withdrawn, with the privilege of reintro­ 
duction. 
McPherson offered an amendment, the effect 
of which would be to place tin p;ate on the free 
list. Rejected. 
Spooner offered an amendment providing that 
alter the 1st of October, 1896, tin plates lighter 
in weight than 63 pounds per 100 square feet 
shall be admitted free, unless it shall appear to 
the President that the aggregate quantitv of 
such plates produced In the United otates dur­ 
ing any of the five years preceding has equaled 
one-third of the quantity imported aud entered 
for consumption in that year. 
The paragraph as to cutlery having been 
reached, McPherson moved an amendment to 
strike out the classification by value aud spe­ 
cific rates, and that the market duty on pen­ 
knives and pocket-knives be 15 per cent, ad- 
valorem. 
Cullom made a strong speech in favor of the 
protective tariff' measure. 
At the conclusion of Cullom's speech the cut­ 
lery amendment weut over without action, and 
the bill was laid aside. 
Hoar gave notice of two amendments which 
he would offer to morrow to the Quay resolu­ 
tion. One was a resolution for a change in the 
rules which he had offered on the 9th inst., pro­ 
viding that when a bill or resolution shall have 
been considered a reasonable time it shall be in 
order for any Senator to demand that debate 
thereon be closed. The other was to include in 
the legislative business to be taken up this ses­ 
sion the Federal election bill, aud to provide 
that immediately after the tariff bill be dis­ 
posed of the election bill will be taken up lor 
consideration aud shall remain before the 8. u- 
ate every day for three days, after reading the 
jourual, to the exclusion of all other business, 
and that September 5th, at 2 o c ock, voting 
thereon and pending amendments shall begin 
and shall continue from day to day to the ex­ 
clusion of all otter business until they are dis­ 
posed of. 
Adjourned. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
W ashington, August 19th.—Iu the House to­ 
day 'J homas of Wisconsin moved to lay upon 
the table the motion made some days ago by 
Hayes of Iowa to reconsider the motion by 
which the House passed the Nat Mc Kay bill. 
Agreed to—Yeas 92, nays 79. This finally passes 
the bill. 
The Speaker 6tated that the unfinished busi­ 
ness in the morning hour was the bill to amend 
the lien land law. 
Carter of Montana explained that the bill hsd 
in view the repeal of the alien land law, in so 
lar as that law referred to the ownership of 
mines in the Territories. He said that au alien 
land bill had beeu pas ed by the House in July, 
1886, after a very slight consideration. He in­ 
sisted that the ownership of mines of gold, 
silver, lead, tin, cinnabar and copper in the Ter­ 
ritories was not intended to be affected by the 
bill. He had no quarrel to make with the ex­ 
isting law, in eo far as it related to agricultural 
aud timber lands. He did insist foreign capital 
should not be discouraged or prohibited from 
engaging in the precarious enterprise of devel­ 
oping the mines in this country. 
Pending further debate the momiug hour ex­ 
pired, and the bill went ever. 
Cannon of Illinois, from the Committee on 
Rules, reported a resolution setting aDart to-day 
Wednesday, Thursday, Saturday and Wednes­ 
day of next week lor the consideration of bilis 
reported from the Committee on Agriculture. 
The first bill to be taken up is the Senate bill, 
and to assist agricultural colleges, the pre­ 
vious question upon which may be ordered 
after two Lours debate. The next to be taken 
up is tie bill providing for the inspection of 
meats for exportation, and it also shall be voted 
upon after two hours debate. Then the bill de­ 
fining lard will be taken up and the previous 
question ordered at 4 o’clock on Saturday. 
On 
Tuesday of next week the bill defiuing options 
shall b 3 taken up and the previous question is 
to be considered as ordered at three o'clock oa 
Wednesday. 
McMillan said it must be admitt“d that the 
proposed order put the river and harbor bill in 
a perilous position. The business already had 
been outlined that would occupy the time of 
the House until September, leaving unconsid­ 
ered the river and harbor bill with Us $21,000,­ 
000 of appropriations. 
Cannon said the order would not interfere in 
the slightest degree with the river and harbor 
bill. 
1 hat measure could be called up duriug 
the moruing hour on Friday or Monday. 
The resolution was then adopted, and the 
House accordingly proceeded to the considera­ 
tion of the Senate Agricultural College bill. 
J. D. Taylor of Ohio spoke in favor of the pro- 
!>osed amendment providing that ihe appropri­ 
ation be applied only to Instruction in agri­ 
culture, mscbauic arts, English language aud 
the various branches of mathematical, physi­ 
cal. nautical and economic science with special 
reference to their application in industrious 
life and the facilit es for such Instruction. 
After a lODg debate the amendment was 
agreed to, and the bill as amended passed 
without division. 
Adjourned.

SPORT VS. SLAUGHTER. 


T he K ind of M en W ho a re E x te rm in atin g 
th e D eer. 
There would be a wailing and gnashing 
of teeth if the Legislature should find it 
advisable, at no distant day, to pass a law 
limiting the num ber of deer which any 
person shall be allowed to kill daring one 
season. And yet such a law may become 
necessary, in order to save the few deer 
that are left from utter extinction. The 
following 
paragraph 
from 
the Shasta 
Courier tells a tale that should make every 
true sportsman blush for the class of men 
referred to and who are sailing under false 
colors when they claim to be sportsmen. 
Says the paper referred to: 
"A party of hunters from Anderson re­ 
turned from the m ountains of Trinity, 
having killed between thirty and fiity 
deer. There is no use whatever for game 
laws or their enforcement when such in­ 
discriminate, senseless and useless slaughter 
—of which the above is only a fair sample 
of w hat is being done by other parties—is 
allowed to go on. The mountains are full 
of a species of sportsman whosi so’.e de­ 
sire is to make a killing, and it is this class 
that, in conjunction with the hide huDters, 
are destroying the deer in the great natural 
game preserve of Shasta, Trinity and Sis­ 
kiyou. There is a lim it between sport and 
slaughter, but with the wooden-headed 
Fish and Game Commissioners now in 
office and their inactive deputies all re­ 
strictive game laws might as well be laid 
on the shelf.” 
Fortunately, it is in the power of the 
Supervisors of the several counties to cor­ 
rect the evil complained of, by so am end­ 
ing the State game law as to curtail the 
depredations of meat and hide-hunters by 
shortening the open season. 
Or, they can go still further, and not 
allow any deer to be killed within their 
jurisdiction for one, two, three or more 
years, as they m ight see fit. This would 
give the deer a chance to increase. 
But nothing can be done until the in­ 
terior press educates public opinion up to 
that point that a man who ruthlessly 
slaughters wild game will be looked upon 
in his com m unity as being no better than 
a sheep-tliief.

FOUR OF THEM MAKE A REMARKABLE 
ESCAPE FROM FOLSOM. 


T hey D ig a T unnel T h irty F e e t L ong U n­ 
d e r th e P riso n —A L ab o r of 
M any M onths. 


A rem arkable escape of prisoners from the 
Penitentiary near Folsom occurred yester­ 
day morning, the particulars of which are 
forniBhed by Mr. Fiel, the R ecof.d-Ukion’s 
correspondent at Folsom. The discovery, 
it appears, was made when the convicts 
employed on the canal were taken out for 
work, by the absence of the one whose duty 
it was to look after the engine employed 
to operate the derricks. 
The grounds were first searched for the 
missing man, but unsuccessfully, and then 
his cell was inspected, revealing the fact 
that a cunningly devised and boldly exe­ 
cuted piece of Work at jail-breaking had 
been accomplished. 
Not only had the 
missing engineer bid good-bye to the prison 
walls, but his three cell companions were 
gone. 
' 
HOW IT WAS DONE. 
An investigation of the premises showed 
that the men had escaped through the 
floor of their cell into a tunnel which 
they bad dug, and which led out beneath 
the walls. The convicts had removed sev­ 
eral slabs of stone from the floors of their 
cells and excavated a tunnel ten feet deep 
and thirty feet in length. 
It was a wonderful piece of work, con­ 
sidering the limited hours in which the 
men had to push the work. W hen the 
other convicts were sleeping and all about 
the prison was hushed in the stillness of 
the night, these men were working in their 
tunnel and digging their way out to free­ 
dom. 
THE LABOR OF MONTHS. 
Much discussion was indulged in by the 
piison officials as to the length of time it 
took the men to complete their engineering 
enterprise. Some were of the opinion that 
a year of steady labor was required to do 
the work, while others believed that it 
could have been done in perhaps three 
m onths. The exact time, however, will 
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probably never be known unless one or 
more of the escapes should be recaptured. 
The tools used in the work were found in 
the tunnel, consisting of crowbars, drills, 
etc. 
Much ingenuity m ust have been dis­ 
played by the men in keeping secret the 
scheme from their cunning companions. 
The dirt from their excavation was carried 
in their slop-buckets and emptied each 
m orning, as is the custom, and when the 
length of their tunnel is considered, their 
bold and determined efforts to secure their 
freedom cannot but be admired. 


THEY ARE ALL GERMANS. 
All of the men at large are Germans, and 
all speak English imperfectly. 
One of 
them had escaped from the prison during 
the W ardenship of General McComb. He 
succeeded one afternoon in passing John 
Capíes, one of the guards, ana escaping to 
the hills. 
He was recaptured, and all his 
credits, am ounting to five years, were taken 
from him . His original term of sentence 
was twenty years. One other was in for 
life, and ihe other two for long terms. 
Their descriptkns are as follows :

Age 40, bight five feet three inches, light 
complexion, biue eyes, light hair, light 
scar on center of back, lower arms and 
breast very hairy, medium build.

Age 28, hight five feet five and a half 
inches, dark complexion, black hair, black 
eyes, low forehead, eyes deeply set, long 
aquiline nose, sharp features, high cheek 
bones, two left upper molar teeth gone, 
diagonal scar across center of forehead, 
prom inent Adam's apple, slender build. 


CHARLES 
GEIERM AN, 
Age 50, hight five feet six and a half 
inches, light complexion, blue eyes, light 
hair, high forehead, prom inent nose, large 
ears, large wart left shoulder blade, circular 
scar base of left thum b, stout build. 


KRWBRD OFFERED. 
W arden Aull has offered a reward of $50 
for the arrest of any one of the escaped 
prisoners. Telegrams and circulars giving 
full descriptions of the men have been sent 
in every direction, and the officials have 
no doubt they will be recaptured.

ELECTRIC CAR SYSTEM. 


Borne o f th e A d van tage* T h at W ill F o l­ 
low It* In trod u ction . 
Pamuel H . Taylor, who represents the 
Thom son-Houston Electric Company, is 
stopping at the Golden Eagle Hotel, where 
he was seen by a R ecord U nion reporter 
last evening and questioned concerning 
the pole electric system in use in San Jose 
for propelling street cars. 
Mr. Taylor said it was a grand success. 
The power is furnished by the company he 
represents, and the people of San Jose are 
greatly pleased with it. In regard to the 
introduction of the pole system into Sacra­ 
m ento, Mr. Tavlor said that if the people 
knew w hat a boon it would be to the city 
they would welcome it, and he bad no 
doubt they would do so even with the 
knowledge they have of it from statements 
m ade by those who have seen cars operated 


enough now on J street to answer the pur­ 
pose. 
Although it is the system he represents 
that is in u3e in San Jose, on Mr. H enry’s 
car lines, Mr. Taylor says he supposes the 
electric company now operating in this 
city would be a com petitor for the contract 
to farnish power. 
The Sixth-street plant, 
he says, could be readily utilized for the 
purpose. 
Mr. H enry, the gentleman who asks for 
the franchise, íb represented as a go-ahead, 
energetic 
and 
enterprising 
gentleman, 
whose presence here would greatly benefit 
Sacramento. 
W ith a good electric system, Mr. Taylor 
says, three, four or five cars can be run as 
one train to carry large num bers of people, 
and under the charge of one conductor, 
thus saving expense to the 
company. 
Moreover, passeneers could be taken to the 
outskirts of the city in ten 
m inutes, 
whereas, with horse power, it takes a half 
hour to get there.

ENCOURAGING SIGNS f t THE FIFTH 
AND R-STRELT WELL. 


G as B egins to A p p ear an d a L arg e B ody 
of F ine A rtesian W a te r is 
T apped. 


W hen the Directors of the Citizens’ N at­ 
ural Gas Company learned that a subter­ 
ranean spring had been tapped, by the con­ 
tractor who is sinking their gas well at 
Fifth and R street, they hailed the tidings 
with joy. To persons familiar with natural 
gas boring, the striking of water m eans a 
great deal. It frequently means that a gas 
reservior has been reached. 
The Directors turned out in a body yes­ 
terday morning to view the workings, and 
they were interested spectators for several 
hours. 
The water had overflowed considerably 
during the night, until the casing became 
clogged with 
sand, stopping the flow. 
W hen 
the 
Directors arrived, engineer 
Draper had taken out considerable of the 
sand, and the water was w ithin two or 
three feet of the top of the well. 


GAS IS FOUND. 
“Just step over here a moment, gentle­ 
men, I want to show you something,” said 
the engineer, beckoning to the Directors 
after he had hauled the drill up out of 
the casing. 
Obeying his instructions the gentlemen 
took turns at gazing down into the hole. 
The surface of the water was plainly visi­ 
ble. But what surprised those who saw it 
was its peculiarly perturbed Condition. 
It 
was bubbling and sputtering at a great 
rate. 
"H ot water?” asked one of the Directors, 
innocently. 
“ Why, no—that’s gas,” replied Engineer 
Draper. 
Tnen everybody took another look, and 
there was some little excitement. The en­ 
gineer explained, however, that this was 
neither the quality nor quantity of gas de­ 
sired, but, nevertheless, was a good indica­ 
tion that gas was to be had in this section. 
He said he felt more confident than ever 
that the well would develop iuto a bonanza. 
After explaining various of the details of 
gas-well boring, the contractor resumed his 
work ot sinking the well. As the water 
was troublesome and hampered the work, 
it was desirous that it should be gotten rid 
of. This was accomplished with little dif­ 
ficulty. First the sheet-iron casing was 
built up several feet from the level of the 
ground, until it looked like the smoke­ 
stack of a steamboat. A heavily weighted 
lever was then aojusted so as to press down­ 
ward upon the casing, and when this was 
done the pumps were started up, the inten­ 
tion being to get the sand out of the casing. 
The water flowed freely while this was 
goiug on. At the end of about half an 
hour’s pumping the casing was seen to 
slide down quickly for over a foot, aud im ­ 
mediately the water ceased to flow, 
“Wq’ve passed the vein,” laconically re­ 
marked the engineer. 


INTO THE QUICKSAND. 
The water may have been troublesome, 
but w hat 
the 
drill next encountered 
proved to be even worse. It was another 
bed of quicksand, much more unwieidly 
than that penetrated on Monday. 
The 
trouble was that the sand filled up the 
casing as fast as it was taken out, and the 
only m anner in which any headway could 
be made was by levering the casing down 
ahead of the bore. This was very slow 
work, as is phown by the fact that the well 
was only advanced three feet duriDg the 
whole forenoon. 
The Directors departed in high spirits, 
even more than satisfied with what they 
had seen. They little thought that a still 
greater treat was in store for them. 
It was about 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
when word csme up from the well that 
another flow of water had been tapped, 
aniMhe presence of the Directors Was 
¿lieu. Dr. Southworth, Colonel McNasser, 
Ben Leonard and others of the Directors 
hastened to the well and arrived there just 
in time to see the water spout up over the 
casing. 
It appeared that the bed of quicksand 
was not so deep as had been anticipated, 
and the drill struck a stratum of gravel 
duriDg the afternoon. The mom ent this 
was pierced Mr. Draper noticed that the 
water was rising in the casing, aud he ac­ 
cordingly notified the Directors. 


FIN E WATER AND MORE GAS. 
The water was to all appearances of ex­ 
cellent quality, and the flow increased 
momentarily until it soon reached a hight 
of four feet above the level of the ground. 
Farther than this, the indications were 
that it would reach a greater hight in a 
few hours. 
But what interested the party most was 
the am ount of bubbling that was going on 
in 
the water. This 
flow 
showed far 
greater signs of gas than did the previous 
flow, and the directors had good reason to 
feel elated. 
They held a short consultation and 
agreed to discontinue pumping during the 
rem ainder of the afternnoon and to day. 
They considered the fact that they had de­ 
veloped a large body of artesian water was 
of great importance to the city and it was 
deemed proper to perm it citizens to in­ 
spect it. It was also desirous to allow the 
water to flow until thoroughly clear, and 
then have it analyzed. There was some 
talk, too, of having the gas tested. 
At last accounts last night the water had 
reached a hight of nearly five feet above 
the level of the gronnd. through an 11-incb 
pipe. It was decided to cap the pipe 
during Ihe night, but to allow the water to 
flow again this afternoon, so that the citi­ 
zens may see it. It is probable, too, that a 
test will be made this afternoon as to the 
hight the water can attain. 
Everybody is invited by the Directors to 
witness the operations to day, and the in­ 
vitation should be availed of, as it is an 
im portant m atter to the city, and, besides, 
the flow will be shut off to-morrow, in 
order that boring may be resumed.

League 
this year, and 
whatever 
changes may be made in the clubs hereaf­ 
ter must be accomplished by signing men 
who are on the coast. 
The rule to this 
effect is to be rigidly enforced. There ap­ 
pears, however, to be nothing to prevent an 
Eastern player, who had been released, 
from coming West and finding employ­ 
ment in one of the League teams. 
The Sacramento Club is certainly in bet­ 
ter condition than auy in the League, and 
with ordinary luck the Senators will be in 
the lead when the season closes. The club 
has nearly the same men now it com­ 
menced the season with, and the good re­ 
sults are seen in their almost perfect team 
work. They are hitting the ball harder 
and oftener than any of the other teams. 
They have two pitchers than whom there 
are no better on the coast, a catcher who 
stands the peer of any in the League, an 
infield that is almost as impregnable as a 
stone wall, and three out fielders not one 
of whom the management would exchange 
or trade for any other in the League. W ith 
the club in such a condition, it is but 
reasonable to suppose that their chances 
for winning the pennant are as good as 
could be desired. 
The Oakland clnb has not been seen 
here since it signed three new eastern 
men, but lroni all accounts it is now in 
better form than it has been this season. 
Sacramento is over ten games in the lead, 
but the last game of the series is yet a long 
way off. 
The San Francisco club hopes at least to 
make Oakland take aback seat, and claims 
to be able to do this with her two pitchers, 
Conghlin and Lookabaugb, aided by good 
field work. 
Stockton has been unfortunate and is in 
its present condition from purely hard 
luck. The club has good individual play­ 
ers, but as a team they often go to pieces. 
This fact may be attributed to the fre- 
fuency with which changes have been made, 
here is no telling, however, but that the 
team will yet strike a pace that will get 
it out of the position in which it has 
lodged for the greater part of the season. 
The Examiner says; 
“There is a slight 
rupture between Colonel Robinson and Di­ 
rector Enright. It seems that some weeks 
ago, so Director Enright says, the Colonel 
telegraphed him and asked the Sacramento 
man it he would play off a postponed game 
in this city on September 8th. Enright 
consented,* and the arrangements were all 
concluded.

H e says he is w illiD g to carry out 
his part of the agreement, and that iu the 
event of the Colonel refusing to live up to 
his word he will play at Central Park on 
the Sth with the 8tockton club. If he does 
this San Franciscans will be given the 
long-desired opportunity of seeing the two 
interior clubs play together.” 
The Sacramentos will play at San Fran­ 
cisco to-morrow wjth 
Manager F in n ’s 
team, and on Friday and Saturday they 
will cross bats with the Oaklands, the 
Friday game being in Oakland. 
The Stocktons will hereafter play Wilson 
at short and Armstrong at third base. 
Fndger will go into the field, and Stock 
well may also be signed for a manager and 
outfielder. 
It is reported that Stickney has been sus­ 
pended by Colonel Robinson for ungentle- 
manly conduct, in talkiug back to Captain 
O’Neill of the Oakland Club. Stickney is 
happily one of the few ball players who 
are gentlemen, and it is ihe general im ­ 
pression that Robinson was too hasty in 
the m a t t e r . ___________ 


POISONED MELONS. 


A W hole F a m ily N ear G alt H as a N ar­ 
row E scape from D eath . 
Mrs. B. Shinkleof this city, accompanied 
be her six children, visited her parents at 
their ranch near Galt, last week. The 
husband, Benjamin Sninkle, 
was com­ 
pelled to rem ain at home on account of 
business. 
Last Wednesday he went to a local m ar­ 
ket and ordered a crate of assorted melons 
sent down to the ranch. 
The freight was 
delayed in some m anner and did not reach 
the family until Friday. 
On that day 
several of the cantaloupes were sliced and 
placed upou the table for dinner. The 
first one to taste them rem arked that they 
tasted bitter. The others tried some and 
found theirs bitter, too. 
Mrs. Rhinkle’s 
father examined one oM he pieces closely 
and discovered that it was liberaily coated 
with some white substance. H e suspected 
that it was poison of some sort, and when 
several of the family began to complain of 
feeling ill, he became satisfied of it. The 
whole family were ill that night, two of 
them — Mrs. Sbinkle’s father and her 
youngest son—seriously so. 
Fortunately they ate not enough to be 
fatal, and the next day when he had suffi­ 
ciently recovered the father took a piece of 
the cantelonpe to Galt and had it exam ­ 
ined by a druggist. The latter promptly 
declared that the melon was thoroughly 
coated with strychnine. H e said it was a 
common thing for farmers to poison some 
of their melons in order to kill the squir­ 
rels and rabbits, which are so destructive 
to their crops. 
W hen Mr. Shinkle learned of what had 
happened he got on the warpath. First 
going to the place where he purchased the 
melons, but, as the proprietor knew noth­ 
ing about the poison, he next traced up the 
rancher who had brought the melons to 
market. T hat individual declared that he 
had never poisoned any of his melons. 
Mr. Shinkle says he does not care to 
prosecute anybody, but he hopes his expe­ 
rience will cause iarmers to exercise more 
care in selecting their melons for m arket.

S ea ttle (Wash ), August 19th.—At 2:15 
a . m a report cauie to the city by tel­ 
ephone that the town of Slaughter was 
burning up, and asking that relief and en­ 
gines be sent at once. Slaughter is a thriv­ 
ing little city of 900 people in a rich agri­ 
cultural country, in King county, acd 
when the report was received, those who 
knew the town was made úp wholly of 
wooden buildings believed the rum or. 
The fire broke out in Charles M artin’s 
shoe shop, on one of the streets of the town 
in a long row of frame buildings. 
Martin 
had been intoxicated during the early part 
of the night. At 2:30 he left a saloon to go 
to his lodgings in the rear of the shop. 
About five minutes later the people in the 
Internationa] Hotel heard a loud explo 
sion. 
Im mediately the whole shop was in 
llames. 
The tire spread like a flash to the 
International Hotel, owned by Mrs. Bell, 
adjoining on the west, and G atm an’s fruit 
and candy shop on the east, and both were 
destroyed. 
The fire was confined to one 
block. 
The guests in the hotel, twenty- 
two in number, escaped with their lives, 
but saved nothing else. 
P. N. Stone's jewelry store, Dr. M. Ury’s 
office, Thornton’s boot and shore store and 
McNatt's saloon were soon burned. 
Tne office of the Slaughter Sun was con­ 
sumed, and the fire was leaping across the 
street when the Seattle engines arrived. 
Bui for the arrival of the fire departm ent 
the whole business portion of the town 
would have been destroyed. 
The losses aggregate $10,800. There was 
little or no insurance 
It was reported later that Martin left 
town last night, leaving several creditors. 


A M ONSTROUS S K E L E T O N . 


O n e S aid to H av e B e e n U n e a rth e d N e a r 
E l V eran o . 
E l V erano, August 19:h.—Report comes 
from Shellvtile, abot^ four miles from 
here, that the shovel of a dredger which is 
cleaning out Embarcadero creek struck a 
hard substance yesterday, which, when u n ­ 
earthed, proved to be the skeleton of what 
m ust have been a monstrous amphibious 
anim al. 
Prom the cranium to the tip of 
the tail, the skeleton measured twelve feet, 
and the massive jawbones were four feet 
in length. 
The torelegs were five feet in 
length, while the bones of the rear legs 
were but eighteen inches long, and were 
without joints, except at the hips. The 
toes were five inches in length. There 
were two strong tusks of bone projecting 
from the upper jaw at right 
angles 
with the head, and from the top of the 
skull grew two horns, each having three 
branches. 
They looked like small antlers. 
The skeleton was foucd at ths depth ol 
twenty feet from the surface of the ground, 
imbedded in a stratum of clay. 
The 
bones were taken out separately, it being 
impossible :o preserve the skeleton whole 
The discovery was made in the midst of a 
vast trace of tu'e about two miles north of 
the headwaters of San Pablo Bay.

Ch ica g o, August 19th.—After a wrangle 
lasting until nearly m idnight, the Direct­ 
ors of the W orld’s Fair adjourned again 
this evening withont definitely selecting a 
site for the great exhibition. The meeting, 
it was expected on all sides, would be a 
decisive one, but at m idnight the question 
of location was left more open than it has 
been at any time for weeks past. 
Aside 
from hearing the reports of the committees 
and experts, the whole time was consumed 
in an interchange of widely differing views. 
At times the talk was quite heated, and 
again wearisome in the extreme. 
Action was taken on but two motions. 
A resolution offered by T. J. Jeffrey was 
adopted, referring the question of the site 
back to the committee, with instructions 
to abandon consideration of Jackson Park, 
unless enough area there, say 400 acres, 
could be made available, at a reasonable 
cost, to accommodate the whole E xhi­ 
bition. 
Any other site obtained by the 
committee is to contain not less than 400 
acres. The resolution also contained a 
clause expressing a desire to use, in con­ 
nection with any site selected, the present 
Lake Front Park. 
Following this resolution, another pro­ 
posed by L. J. Gage was carried regarding 
the city ordinance granting permission to 
pile or fill in the harbor adjacent to the 
present strip of land known as Lake Front 
Park. Gage’s resolution contemplaced a 
new ordinance to be obtained from the City 
Council permitting a more restricted use of 
Lake Front, the details of which were to 
be agreed upon later.
